Para enjugar el déficit producido por dicho Convenio— 
si es que ha de consolidarse la produccién azucarera, fuente 
principal de la riqueza de Guba—no queda otro medio que 
llevar al presupuesto de gastos las mayores. economias, sim- 
plificando la administracion publica y los importantes servi- 
cios de guerra y marina, sin que resulte perjudicada la prime- 
ra y resguardando como es debido los intereses nacionales y 
la seguridad individual en estas provincias, y derogando la 
Ley de Relaciones Comerciales de Julio de 1882, imponiendo 
derechos a los articulos peninsulares que se importen en la 
Isla, que no sean similares 4 los americanos que gocen de 
completa franquicia, es decir, contribuyendo siempre 4 que 
resulten mas favorecidos los primeros.

camente la riqueza imponible. 

Decidida la Junta Directiva de este Centro a cooperar a 
los levantados propdsitos que animan al Gobierno de S. M.
